Coal Oil Discovered Near Stewsrt 
On the farm of Mr. Sleet Coyle, 
near Stewart a well was being 
drilled recently when a rich vein 
ot coal oil was struck. - Mr.

The vein of oil was struck at a 
depth of 103 feet The oil is as 
black as coal and before it can 
be used it will have to be refined. 
Immediately after the discovery 
Dr. Cox and some other gentle¬ 
men of this city, leased the Cgyle 
farm, which consists of ten 
thousand acres, for a period ot 
five years, aud have been corre¬ 
sponding with a Pennsylvania 
firm with regard to having a re 
finery established there. If the 
refinery is established several 
more wells will be drilled. The 
gentlemen who have the farm 
leased believe they will make a 
big thing out of the enterprise 
and are going to pnsh it. The 
oil has been analyzed by an ex- 
cbemist.

An estimate of the 
cost or operating tbe system for 
one year is given at $2,000,while 
the receipts, based on a conserv¬ 
ative estimate of tbe patronage 
to be reoeived, are given at 
$8,000. With this as a basis, 
there should be-little difficulty 
"in securing ^subscriptions for in¬ 
vestment in the enterprise. It 
now coets the taxpayers of the
